These fatalities occurred in
The course of an attack on Obrecon's
most advanced positions. The "Corps
Eorados," bore the brunt of the fight-
ing and lost 1M of its men. the report
states.

Francisco Cos, former governor of
Puebla, who is to move against Mexico
City, has arrived there for a conference
with Carranxa and Gen. Pablo Gonzales,
commander of the division of the north-
east.
